Third Building Erected in Edmonton 


Ruthlessly Destroyed to Make 
Way For Modern Structure 


Another landmark in Edmonton 
linking the present with the early 
days, when the ambitious capital of 
Alberta was but a fur-trading post on 
the outskirts of civilization, a land- 
mark which recalls a wealth of in- 
teresting events of the pioneer days, is 
passing away. This is the log house 
in the rear of the Grand View Hote’, 
on McDougall street, the second house 
to be erected in Edmonton after the 
Hudson's Bay Fort. Today it is be- 
ing ruthlessly torn down to make room 
for more modern structures. It 
typifies, in a measure, the apirit of 
the age; to rob the land of the old

Was Built in 1872. 

The old log builditig; whieh iA being 
rapidly torn down by Contractor A, 
Hbaston and his assistant, A. D. 
Marfleet, was built on its present site 
i 1872. . \At that time,.the only build- 
ings in Rmonton were the Hudson's 
Bay Fort and, the. Methodist, parsen- 
age and mission, which stood where 
the High Beboo is now located, Feel- 
ing the need of a school, where tocir 
children might reerive some eduen- 
tion, the residehts of. the, Edmiston 
post decided to build one by popular 
subscription, In those dare loupe 
was scarce, so the few settlers anc 
traders contest nd towards this jaud, 
able object by labor, helping to cut the 
timber, and -ereet.the building... 

The bailditig was used as a SclooF for 
summeg. » [Tt,.waa anade, of stout logs, 
fastendd together by wad; aud-so good 
was the, material and workmanship 
that now, when iit im being torn 
down, aiter the lapse of ovér thirty, 
five years, the building is found, to, he 
as sound, as when it was, crected, and 
puts to alia ; 
pensive buildings being erected — in 
Edmonton today. A quaint old fire- 
place was built in the bui ding, hav: 
ing a mud chimney leading to the 
roof. Winter was approaching and 
still the schoolhouse was not com- 
pleted, so to Benjamin Jones, brother- 
in-law of Rev. George McDougall, was 
given the task of completing the con- 
struction of the building, on _ the 
understanding that he- should have 
the privilege of living in it that win- 
ter. 

In the spring of 1873 the first school 
in Edmonton was opened in this 
building, with Mr. Snyder as teacher, 
The few children used to gather at 
this log building to reeeive instruc- 
tion, the greater portion of the time 
in those days being devoted to the 
three R's, “reading, riting and rith- 
meétic,”” 

The building was used 6 a sehool for 


a year or two, and when the Rev. 
George McDougall, ‘ounder of the 
McDougall Methodis, Chureh, and 


pioneer missionary in this part of 
the west, left for the old eountry he 
gave orders to have an addition built 
to the north cad of the building, 
which was used as a kitchen. Later, 
the building and the land around it, 
some 48 acres in extent, were claimed 
by Mr. McDougall as, his homestead, 
After his death it was sald by his 
widow to David McDougall for $600. 
Haberdasher's Headquarters. 
After the building paséed out of the 
hands of the government into that of 
private individuals, it was no longer 
used as a schoolhouse. In 1879, Chas, 
W. Sutter ‘came along and openrd the 
first general. outfitting store in Ed- 
monton in this building. He carri 
all kinds of furnishings and did tailor, 
ing for the residents. He conducted 
the store until 1860, when he sold out 
to Phil Heiminck, and later elerked 
for him in this building. Mr. Hei- 
minek conducted the store for six 
motths and then sold: his stock to 
Jack. Morris, who moved it into an- 
other building. : 
“Know that building? Well, 
shonld say I do,» said Mr. Sutter 
when approached by a Bulletin repre- 
sentative regarding the old landmark 
being torn down. ‘‘When I first came 
here in 1879 that was the principal 
place in town apart from the Hudson's 
Bay Fort. Many @ horse race have [ 
watehed along the trail from a point 
about where Me ay avenue school is 
and finishing up by McDougall’s old 
building. _ People from all over the 
country used to come in to see these 
races. There wasn't much money 
around én those days, but everyone 
wanted to bet on the horse races, 30 
they would bet a cow, a pig, a sheep 
or other farm animals against some 
one else's tock, on their favorite 
horse. In those daya a man would 
go to a horse race with a drove of 
stock, and when he went home he

Regret Destruction of ts Seer 
Unfeigned regret was expressed by 
all the old timers when they learned 
that the old building, with so many 
pleasant associations of early times, 
was being torn dowh. After Phil 
Héiminck sold out his stock, Mose 
MeDougall got told of the building 
and kept a butcher shop there for som+ 
time, After that the building was 
used as a dwelling-house, there being 
a new tenant in it almost every year. 
It gave good service almost up to the 
present time, Not long ago David 
McDougall sold the propérty to | J.

sisting of ninety per cent. of the 
rough lumber, at cut prices. The 
coast manufacturers dropped their 
rate to $9 per thousand or less than 
the cost. of production to the Movn- 
tain mills. The consequence has been 
that interior operators have been 
forced to cease selling and practically 
the only export trade on the ccast 
have been filling large orders at re- 
duced prices. 

Trouble With Fishermen. 

With rival @ets of provincial and 
federal regulations in force in the 
Fraser river for fishermen, a serious 
row occurred last night, as the result 
of the trouble since the first of the 
feason.

One of the raost magnificent auroral 
displays which has been witnessed 
for some time was visible last night, 
teaching its maximum about the hour 
of ten o'clock, For some time the en- 


tire surface the heavens was oue 
flashing, dancing mass of phosphores- 
cent light, which kept continually 


changing. It presented at times the 
appearance of a huge crown Whose 
centre was almost straight overhead 
and the rays of which flashed from its 
circumference over the entire sky. 
Sometimes it looked like a huge il 
luminated wheel whose axis was the 
pole of the dipping needle and whose 
spokes were the streamers, and waves 
of blue and crimson light which con- 
verged from the horizon and whirled 
in orderly array round the centre. 
At other times thé streamers and 
waves dissolved into a milky vapor 
which rushed tumultuously and with 
prodigious velocity from east to west, 
and looked like snow driven violently 
across the prairie by a high wind, 
The corona at the centre at times ap- 
peared like a. full-blown rose, milky 
white and of full texture. Indeed 
such a variety of form and action has 
seldam be een in Edmonton, It is 
seidom that the aurora is seen any- 
where excepting in the nerth, but last 
night it flashed north, south, east and 
west with equal brillianey, 
Interfered With Telegraphs, 

One of the drawbacks of the aurora 
in a commercial sense is the trouble 
which it invariably creates with the 
electric telegraph and the newspapers 
get their telegraphic news under the 
greatest difficulty on the occasions 
when this mysterious natural pheno- 
menon ix most brilliant, Last evens 
ing the Canedian Northern wires to 
the east were practically out of buei- 
ness up to midnight and the messages 
were exevedingly difficult to take, as 
the instruments become almost un- 
controllable, The aurora on this. e- 
¢asion extended further south than it 
has been known to do for years. The 
Canadian Paeifie company’s wires 
were affected also, but not to such an 
extent as the others, as the wires run- 
ning directly north and south do not 
apparently come so much under the 
influence of the aurora, 

Classified By Scientists. 


According to the classification of 
the Smithsonian institution, made and 
idopted many years ago, last night's 
display Lelouged tg Class 1 of Aurora, 
This claves is characterized by the pre- 
sence of ot least three out of four of 
the most magnificent varieties de- 
scribed by Professor Olinsted,; namely, 
arches, slweamers, corona and waves 
and last night's display include all 
Ares or circles or zones, which 
were sometimes the mere boundary of 
a segment and at others a dense pillar 
ot light forming a grand column at 
each arch, which spanned the heavens 
from east to west; etreaners which 
shot upward from the arches and 
danced like phantom armies toward 
the zenith; the corona forming ® cir- 
cular zone overhead made up a wreath 
of auroral vapor either of pure white 
or of prismatic colors with the stream- 
ers radiating from the circumference ; 
waves or undulations flowing along 
the centre of the corona and seeming 
to reflect in the sky a drift of snow on 
the earth beneath—all of these pheno- 
mena were ineluded in last night's 
fine display. It was noticeable thia@ 
the centre of the corona remained al- 
most stationary overhead, elightly 
southeast of the zenith, This point is 
called the pole of the “dipping nee- 
die.” A dipping needle or magnetized 
needle which is free to turn in a ver- 
tical plane about a horizontal line 
through its centre of gravity will take 
up a position of reat such that the end 
containing its north pole will be de- 
pressed below the horizon through an 
angle which i« called the ‘dip’ or 
magnetic inelination,”’ It becomes 
greater and greater as the plage of ob- 
servation approaches the magnetic 
pole of the earth, It is the opposite 
or elevated pole of the needle whieh 
jorms the axis of the corona, so that 
the point about which the corona is 
formed is about 15 degrees south of 
the zenith.

Alex. Taylor, Clerk of Supreme Court in Edmonton, Held the First Long Distance Telephone Conversation in 
Western: Canada—He Established the Edmonton System, and First Long Distance Lines.

THE INNISFAIL CREAMERY. 

KE, J. Fream, secretiry of the Innis- 
fail Creamery associttion, while in 
Edmonton this week, gave the Bulle- 
tin seme interesting ‘acts concerning 
the successful operation of the cream- 
ery. at Innisfail, The creamery wae 
established in 1894 by Jas. A. Powell, 
an Edmonton man, and was the first 
creamery operated in Alberta.

peg. made to a Bulletin reporter this morn- 


ing by H. J. Fetter, superinfendent of 
construction for Foley, Weleh. & 
Stewart, on the grading contract on 
the G. T. P. west of Edmonton. Mr. 
Fetter has just returned from a trip 
over the whole line being graded by 
his company west of the city and was 
enjoying the luxury of a good cigar 
in the rotunda of the Alberta ‘hotel. 

“Where are you getting the addi- 
tional men and teams?” queried the 
reporter, 

“They are part of the gang that 
has been employed on the C. P. R. 
grede from Saskatoon to Wetaskiwin 
tnder D. F. McArthur, replied Mr. 
Fetter, He has completed this con- 
tract and his men and teams have 
come up to finish the season working 
on the G. T. P. We now have a ferce 
of about 1,500 teams and considerably 
over 3,000 men employed on our con- 
tract. Fully 2,000 of these men are 
working on the grade between Edmon- 
fon and the Pembina river. The con- 
tractors are certainly rushing the werk 
since the fine weather set in. The 
greatest difliculty we are now meeting 
With is in securing sufficient freight- 
ers. They quit the job when the traile 
were bad and now that they are in 
good shape they do not care to go 
back.”’ . 

“I drove in from Stony Plain on 
the right of way yesterday,” continu- 
ed Mr. Fetter. “The grade is all fin- 
ished as far west as Wabvamun with 
the exception of about one mile at 
Spruce Grove and another mile near 
the city. The men are working all 
along the right of way and there ia 
not a mile between here and the Pem- 
bina river that is not being graded. 

“How about work on the Pembina 
river bridge?’ was asked. 

“There is quite a force of men en- 
gkaged in making the excavations for 
the piers, Freighters are also hauling 
cement and other supplies out to the 
bridge and there is every indication 
that they intend starting work almost 
immediately on the conerete founda- 
tion. 

“LT believe,”’ eoneluded Mr. Fetter 
“that steel will be laid out to the 
Pembina river this winter. The grade 
Will certainly be finished and as scon 
as the steel laying gangs reach Ed- 
monton from the east, which should 
be by the end of the year, they will 
Likely continue steel Iaying to the 
West,” 

NO SHORTAGE OF MEN. 

There are sufficient and if anything 
more than enough men in the province 
of Alberta right now to complete the 
harvesting and threshing operations 
for this season without bringing in 
one man from outside. This is the 
opinion emphatically expressed this 
morning by C. W. Sutter, local im- 
migration agent, Geo. Harcourt, dep- 
uty minister of agriculture, and Geo, 
H. Adams, acting secretary of the Ed- 
monton board of trade. 

The Bulletin has secured this state- 
ment of the labor situation in the 
province in order to offset the possible 
ill effects of the! report which has 
been published broadcast throughout 
the west to the effect that the farmers 
in Alberta require hundreds of i ¢di- 
tional men to complete harvesting op- 
erations in thie province. 

The following was the repert which 
was given prominence dy Winn'peg 
papers this week :-- 

“The ery from the west for men toe 
work in the harveat tds is again be- 
coming a loud one, anf the conditions 
of labor are evidently going to be 
serious, 

“It was thought that a sufficient 
number of men had come to the coun- 
try, but this is far from the case, and 
hundreds are still wanted to do the 
work. 

“The scarcity is principally from Al- 
berta, where very few harvest hands 
can be got. Yesterday 800 men came 
from the east and were immediately 
aent to Edmonton and the surrounding 
district. When they left the city they 
ull had positions to go to. 

“It is chiefly men to do the thresh- 
ing who are wanted. 

“At the provincial immigration of- 
fice, demands for men are coming in 
thick and fast and the department is 
at a lose to find sufficient men to ans- 
wer the call, 

“The scarcity is causing an upward 
move to be made in wages, and the 
price for a man in Alberta is a good 
one, as much as $3 a day being 
given.” 

As a matter of fact there are plenty 
Of harvesters in Alberta. The wages, 
instead of being $3 per day, as was 
reported, are ranging from $30 to $35 
per.month and board. There are now 
# number of men waiting at the im- 
migration hall right in Edmonton, -un- 
til the threshing season starts, so that 
they may. secure employment. Local 
men in touch with the labor condi- 
tions existing here, resent this evi’ 
dent attempt of Winnipeg people to 
unload a number of castern harvest 
ers, many of whom have proved them- 
selves to be most undesirable citizens, 
upon the people of Alberta, where 
there are already sufficient men to 
handle the harvest. It has been ‘sug- 
gested that this is probably a move 
of railroad contractors’ to secure an 
over supply of laborers so that they 
ean secure workmen at reduced Wages.
